Applicants argue that the references do not disclose that the impurities (volatile impurities) are 
those of nitrogen or nitrogen compounds. The claims do not recite that the volatile impurities are that of nitrogen or nitrogen compounds. 
The claims recite that the heat-treating promotes outgassing of volatile impurities. This claimed limitation has been addressed in the final 
office action in paragraph no. 2 . 
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
